Time Waits for No Man — Tomorrow May Be 
Too Late

Amos 4:12b 

We gather from the text that there 
is something for man to do that will 
make him ready to meet his God. It is 
true that the plan of salvation is made 
and man has had nothing to do with 
it and cannot effect a change in it in 
the least. Jesus, while on the cross, 
just before He bowed His head and 
died, said, “It is finished.” I am truly 
glad to know that man has had noth- 
ing to do with it and that he can not 
change it in the least. 


While this is true, and we have had 
nothing to do with our existence in 
the world, yet it is our greatest priv- 
ilege to make our choice and choose 
our eternal destiny. I am so glad that 
God saw fit to fix it that way. This 
life is a space that we have in which 
to prepare for eternity and it will 
take it all to get ready. I am sure that 
God has given us no time to idle away 
but He wants us to improve’ each 
passing moment. I knew one man who 
had lived more than sixty years and 
had let his days go by without get- 
ting ready to meet God. When he 
woke up to the realization that he 
was slipping into eternity and would 
soon be summoned to appear before 
the judgment bar of God and would 
have to give an account of the way he 
had spent the time that God had 
given him, he began to call for pray- 
er. After arriving in his home and 
singing and praying for him he was 
exhorted to consecrate his life to God. 
He .replied in these words, “I have 
waited too long to prepare. I have 
spent my life in sin, now I am old 
and have to die and I cannot believe 
that God would accept me now,” so 
he passed to the great beyond in that 
condition. He had failed to make prep- 
aration to meet his God until it was 
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too late. There are many today who 


are doing in like manner and many of: 


them are hurled into eternity without 
a moment’s warning. The Scriptures 
tell us, “He, that being often reproved 
hardencth his neck shall sudienly 
be destroyed, and that without 
remedy.” 

Preparedness is a great thing. ii 
makes us feel secure to know that we 
are prepared. I heard a man say, “I 
have a note that will be due soon and 
I am so glad that I am prepared to 
pay it off.” His face was bright and 
the expression without fear. We send 
our children to school and spend hun- 
dreds and thousands of dollars and 
many years in training, trying to 
prepare them for their life’s work 
which is only a few short years after 
they enter the business world. Some 
men spend their entire life seeking 
wealth, even going without the proper 
food and rest for their body that they 
may gain a few’ thousand dollars. 
They go thru life without anything 
to enjoy and when they come to the 
end, wake up to the sad realization 
that they have failed to prepare to 
mect their God. 

Then the question comes, ‘“<Vhat 
must I do to be prepared . to meet 
God?” On the day of Pentecost, after 
Peter had preached that notable ser- 
mon, the folks cried out and said, 
“What must we do to be saved.” Peter 
said unio them, “Repent and be bap- 
tized * * 
gift of the Holy Ghost for the prom.se 
is unto you and your children and to 
all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” So we 
gee the first thing to do to get ready 
to meet God is to repent of our sins. 
It means much to repent; it means 
more than merely making a few little 
confessions to those we may have 
wronged. It means to confess all to 
God and if we have wronged our fel- 
lowman, confess it and make it right 
where it is possible. God will not do 
anything for us that ‘we can do for 
ourselves. Some seem to think that 
all they have to do is to confess their 
debts and things that they have bor- 
rowed when the other party was not 
there, but I believe that God does not 
only want us to confess, but to pay

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The Church of God Must be Separated From 
The World

“For the time is come that judg- 
ment must begin at the house of God: 
and if it first begin at us, what shall 
the end be of them that obey not the 
gospel of God?” 1 Pet. 4:17. 


There are various judgments men- 
tioned in the Bible, and they are dis- 
tinct and definite in scope and char- 
acter when applied to the sphere in 
which they belong. The judgment that 
is mentioned in the text is the judg- 
ment of the: “house of God, which is 
the church of the living God, the pil- 
lar and ground of the truth.” (See 
1 Tim. 3:15). In speaking of the time 
when the judgment of the church 
should begin, the apostle puts his 
language in the present tense, which 
shows that the church is never with- 
out judgment. “For the time is come.” 
The Syriae version reads: “For it is 
the time when judgment will com- 
mence at the house of God.” Notice 
that the Syriac version says that it is 
“the time,” which is a little more defi- 
nite and refers to the present time or 
age. The epistle in which the text is 
found was written at the beginning of 
the present age, which is known as 
the church age; therefore, it is evi- 
dent ‘that the judgment of the Church 
of God has been in operation: since 
its beginning and will continue until 
the consumation. This being true the 
subject is a very interesting one for 
consideration to ascertain what the 
judgment. of the chureh is. The text, 
when correctly applied, teaches us 
that there has been judgment in the 
church from its earliest existence 
and will be until the Lord presents 
it to Himself. To know what this 
judgment is- we have to study the con- 
text in connection with the text, alse 
the word “judgment” as it is used in 
the text. ; 


First, let us notice the word judg- 
ment and take a general view of its 
meaning. Judgment means a formed 
decree delivered by one having au- 
thority and jurisdiction of the case 
or subject under consideration. A- 
legal judgment is rendered by a fully 
qualified judge after hearing the 
facts, weighing the same, and apply- 
ing the facts to the law. There can 
be no judgment rendered. until there 
has first been a trial. in which the 
facts are heard and the law applied 
to the facts in the case, and then, the 
judgment follows. In legal judgment 
there are different decrees rendered 
as the law and the facts in the case 
under consideration may warrant, 
and each decree is a separate judg- 
ment such as God in His divine wis- 
dom and jurisdiction has rendered 
to be executed upon those on trial. 
The judgment of the wicked is pun- 
ishment that is sometimes executed 
in this world in the form of disaster, 
calamity and destruction in various 
ways, and in the world to come, eter- 
nal punishment in the lake of fire. 
The judgment of the righteous in this 
life is distinction and separation frome 
the wicked, and in the world to come 
a crown of righteousness. Paul said 
there was laid up for him a crown of 
righteousness, “which the Lord, ths 
Righteous Judge,” would give him at 
“that day.” He said furthermore that 
a crown of righteousness was laid up 
for every one that loves,the anpear- 
ing of the Lord, the Righteous Judge 
(see 2 Tim. 4:8). “That day’ means 
that day in which the Lord shall 
come to reward His own, at which 
time He will present a crown of right- 
eousness to them; the crown being 
given by the “Righteous Judge” can- 
not be other than the judgment He 
renders them. It is true that Jesus 
said the believer would not come into 
judgment, but He meant the judg- 
ment of sin and not the judgment of 
reward. (See John 5:24). In 2.Cor. 
5:10 Paul shows that all must appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ. To 
the righteous, it is the judgment of 
reward. 

ous. as there must be a trial be- 
fore legal judgment is rendered, so it 
is in divine judgment. As we study the

son the apostle is teaching we find 
that judgment in the house or Church 
of God is not rendered until there has 
been a trial of suffering for righteous- 
ness sake in which the sufferer proves 
to be worthy of God’s recognition. 
We will quote from the context to 
see why the apostle uttered the 
words of the text. “Beloved, think it 
not strange concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you: 
But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are par- 
takers of Christ’s suffering; that 
when his glory shall be revealed, ye 
may be glad also with exceeding joy.” 
1 Pet. 4:12-13. In the verse preceding 
the text the writer also states, “If any 
man suffer as a christian, let him not 
be ashamed; but let him glorify God 
on this behalf.” Then follows the text, 
beginning with the conjunction con- 
necting it with the context which 
shows that fiery trials will come to 
the church because it is never with- 
out judgment. 

The word “judgment” as it is used 
in the text comes from the Greek word 
“kreeno” signifying to distinguish or 
separate. This form of judgment ap- 
plies only to the Church and let us 
not forget that “the time is come” 
for the church to be distinguished and 
separated from the world. God expects 
His church to ve entirely separate 
from the world. To suffer as a Chris- 
tian is a mark of distinction showing 
that those who are reproached for the 
name of Christ are separated from 
worldliness of every kind. This is a 
time of separation or outgathering. 
God is not gathering in, but gathering 
out from the Gentile world a people 
for His name. (See Acts 15:13-14). 
To be the Church of God we must be 
outcomers and bear the mark of dis- 
tinction. “Be not unequally yoked to- 





gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness?  etc.’’ “Wherefore 


come out from among them, and be 
ye separate saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing; and I will re- 
ceive you.” (See 2 Cor. 6:14-18). The 
Church of God cannot fellowship the 
world amd please God; therefore we 
must keep worldliness out of the 
church. Weridly habits, worldly pleas- 
ures and amusements, worldly fashion 
in dress, and worldly conversation 
should not be tolerated in the Church 
of God if we expect Him to receive 
us in all of our doings. Strict obedi- 
ence and enforcement of the Bible 
will separate the Chureh from the 
world in every degree. We should not 
be surprised whem people drop out and 
say that the cnurch is too striet and 
they are not going to be bound. The 
church does: not bind anyone that.

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The King Of The Jews 





YOUNG PEOPLE’S PROGRAM

In the early history of God’s chosen 
people, the Jews, we find that they 
did not have a king, but as the nation 
grew, each generation seemed to care 
less for God, until finally He was re 
jected, and Israel Gemanded a king. 
“But the thing displeased Samuel 
when they said, Give us a king to 
judge us, and Samuel prayed unto 
the Lord, and the Lord said unto 
Samuel, Harken unto the voice of the 
people in all that they say unto thee: 
for they have not rejected thee, but 
they have rejected me, that I should 
not reign over them.” 1 Sam, 8:6-7. 

Samuel obeyed the voice of the Lord 
and Saul was anointed king of Israel. 
But saul displeased the Lord and was 
rejected. David was the next king. 
Now David was a man after God’s 
own heart; and God made known unto 
him many things concerning the 
promised Messiah, who should sit on 
the throne of His father, David, and 
should rule the nations with a rod 
of iron. 

We find that David and Isaiah have 
written most of the prophecies of the 
Christ, or of the Holy One of Israel, 
as Isaiah chooses to call Him. 

As we look into the future a thou- 
sand years, we see a young man 
preaching and _ performing great 
miracles in different cities. He has 
several times publicly declared that 
He and the Father are one, but some 
of the most learned Rabbis will not 
even hear Him, because, they say, 
“This man is from Nazareth, and all 
know the prophets teach that the 
Messiah should be of the city of 
Bethlehem.” They say that this man 
is an imposter and merely seeking 
popularity, but many are really believ- 
ing in Him for His wonderful mira- 
cles that He performs daily. He has 
fed a multitude on two occasions, 
healed the sick by a word, cleansed 
the leper, opened the eyes of the blind, 
and even forgiven sins. In this in- 
stance He made many enemies, for, 
“Who alone can forgive sins but God?” 
asks the people. 

Many yelled madly, “This man 
blasphemeth, and is worthy of death,” 
while others shouted, “Hosannah in 
the highest!” but Jesus and the 
twelve escaped the throngs. 

On the next Jewish passover, the lit- 
tle company is seen going to Jerusa- 
lem to visit the temple. As they drew 
near, people were coming from all 
directions with sheep, goats, and 
doves to be sacrificed. When they en- 


+. tered the temple, there were .tables of 


moneychangers, cages of pigeons and 
doves. Jesus became wroth with right- 
ous indignation, He took a small cord, 
doubled it and strode to the middle 
of the temple. Every eye was now on 
Him. He raised the cord above His 
head and with a word of rebuke, drove 
the money changers, and many others 
from the temple. Tables of money 
were overturned, and a great noise 
was made as hundreds fled from His 
presence. When all was quiet again, 
He exclaimed, “My Father’s house 
should be a house of prayer, and ye 
have made it a den of thieves!” Then 
Caiaphas, the High Priest, drew near 
to question Him, but Jesus escaped. 

Now on the first day of the feast 
of unleavened bread, the disciples 
came to Jesus, saying unto Him, 
“Where shall we prepare for thee to 
eat the passover?” When He had 
given instructions, they departed and 
made all things ready. Jesus was 
now very sorrowful, and when they 
would know the cause, He said sadly, 
“One of you shall betray me.” Every 
one began to say, “Lord, is it I?” Je- 
sus answered, “He that dippeth his 
hand with me in the dish, the same 
shall betray me.” Then Judas said, 
“Master, is it 1?” Jesus answered, 
“Thou hast said, and what thou doest, 
do quickly.” Judas immediately arose 
and left the room. Then all was quiet 
again. All had the feeling that some- 
thing dreadful was going to happen. 
Jesus now arose and His disciples fol- 
lowed Him to the garden of Gethsem- 
ane. He left eight near the entrance 
to watch and took Peter, James and 
John on with Him a little farther, be 
cause they were dearer friends, it 
seemed. Now Jesus left them to watch 
while He went a little farther and 
dropped on His knees. Then what 
was heard? Such agonies, such dis- 
tress of soul. The grounds seemed al- 
most heart-rending. Jesus prayed, “Fa- 
ther, if it be possible, let this cup pass 
from me. Nevertheless, not my will 
‘but thine be done.” When He return- 
ed He found them sleeping. Thus He 
prayed three times, and each time He 
found them sleeping. When He return- 
ed the third time, He awoke them 
and rebuked them gently. But there 
was no time to be lost. In the distance 
torches and lanterns were flashing, 
and footsteps of men were heard. Je- 
sus calmly awaited whatever might 
befall Him. As the soldiers drew near 
with swords and staves, Jesus said, 
“Whom seek ye?” Judas came for- 
ward and betrayed his Master with 
a kiss. A wild rush was made toward 
Jesus to sieze Him and bind Him, 
but Peter stepped forward and smote 
one of the men with his sword. Jesus 
rebuked him for this act, and by this 
time the soldiers had surrounded the 
little company and the disciples 
could offer no protection. 

Then the angry band carried their 
captive to Annas, the father-in-law of 
the high "priest. As Amnas questioned 


Jesus, others around derided Him, 
scoffed, and even smote Him with 
their hands. After they had thus 
mocked Him, Annas said, “Away with 
this man! Take him to the high 
priest.” A shriek of joy was yelled 
and the mad mob began dragging Je- 
sus away. Someone blindfolded Him 
and said, “We fain would see a mira- 
cle.” Then one slapped Him and said, 
“Tell us who smote thee and we will 
believe in thee.” 

As the throng neared the house of 
Caiaphas, the old man, in his priestly 
attire, went upon the housetop to see 
what the excitement could mean. He 
distinguished in the distance, by the 
light of torches, a man walking feebly 
along in front of a vast mob. He 
knew they must have arrested the 
prophet and could scarcely await 
their coming. When they arrived the 
chief priest and elders sought false 
witnesses against Him to put Him to 
death, but found none. Some sala, 
“This man blasphemeth. He says he 
is the son of God.” Others denied it 
and said, “He says he is the son of 
man.” The crowd was very angry, be- 
cause they could find no two witness- 
es bearing the same message and they 

began to rail on Him the more, and 
to spit in His face. At last came wit- 
nesses who said, “This fellow said he 
could destroy the temple and build it 
again in three days.” A fierce cry was 
made. Some said, “To Pilate,” others, 
“Let him be crucified!” 


Then the high priest arose and 
said, “Answerest thou nothing? Hear- 
est thou not how many things they 
witness against thee?” But Jesus an- 
swered not. Then Caiaphas said, “Tell 
us quickly, art thou the Christ, the 
Son of God?” Jesus answered, “Thou 
hast said, nevertheless shall ye see the 
Son of man sitting on the right hand 
of power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven.” Then the high priest rent 
his clothes, saying, “He hath spoken 
blasphemy: What further need have 
we of witness? Behold, now ye have 
heard his blasphemy. What think ye?” 
They answered, “He is worthy of 
death.” 


Then they spit in His face and buf- 
feted Him, and others smote Him with 
with the palms of their hands, say- 
ing, “Prophesy unto us and tell us 
who smote thee.” 

After He had suffered these things 
all night, they took Him early in the 
morning to be tried before Pilate, The 
crowd, save a few of the baser Jews, 
did not follow Him into the judgment 
hall for fear of being defiled. 

Pilate did not want to condemn 
Jesus, but he must satisfy this blood 
thirsty mob. What could he do? At 
last he thought of a plan. He sent Je- 
sus, bound, to Herod. Now Herod, al- 
ways ready to gratify their desires, 
also expecting to see some miracle 
performed by Him, joined in the 
mocking, but Jesus sat silent, without 
moving. A purple robe was put on 
Him and He was sent back to Pilate. 
Poor Pilate, what must he do? As he 
had expected, Herod had refused to 
try the man, and his wife had 
just sent a message for him to have 
nothing to do with Jesus. Then he 
said, “What have I to do with this 
just man? Take him and judge him 
according to your Jewish laws.” Then 
they said “Is it lawful for us to put 
a man to death?” So Pilate called Je- 
sus into the judgment hall again and 
said, “Art thou the king of the Jews?” 
Jesus answered, “Sayest thou this of 
thyself or did others tell it thee of 
me?” Pilate answered, “Am I a Jew? 
Thine own nation and the chief priest 
have delivered thee unto me. What 
hast thou done?” Jesus answered, 
“My kingdom is not of this world. 
Then would my servants fight.” 

And when He had said this,. Pilate 
went out unto the Jews and said, “I 
find no fault in this man.” Then the 
mob became more enraged than ever, 
and Caiaphas said, “If thou releasest 
this man, thou art not Caesar’s 
friend.” Other shouts from the .crowd 
were “We have no king but Caesar!” 
“Crucify him!” “To the cross!” 

Pilate raised his hand for silence, 
but they yelled the fiercer. Again he 
gave the silence signal, and _ saia, 
“Which will ye that I release unto 
you, Jesus or Barrabas?” They cried 
again saying, “Not this man but Bar- 
rabas.” When Pilate saw that he could 
prevail nothing he scourged Jesus and 
delivered Him to be crucified. 

As Jesus walked along, the bur- 
den became too great for His bleeding 
back, and He had to have someone tv 
help Him carry it up Golgotha’s hill. 
Two thieves were crucified with Him, 
but we can imagine when the soldiers 
were ready for Jesus, that He calmly 
stretched His pallid form out to me 
on a Roman cross. We hear the re- 
echoes of the hammer as the spikes 
pierced His hands. One, two, three 
heavy blows and they were driven in- 
to the quivering flesh. When both 
hands and feet were nailed securely, 
the cross was raised and with a thud 
dropped into the hole prepared for it. 
With the sudden jar, His arms were 
pulled out of joint, His hands were 
lacerated so that blood flowed freely. 
As He hung in the scorching sun, 
writhing in the awful agonies, His 
tongue swollen and parched, someone 
offered Him vinegar to lull the pain, 
but He refused. Many who had pre 
viously had confidence in Him turned 
their backs on Him. They said that 
He preformed His miracles by Beel- 
zebubb, for He who had healed the 
sick and raised the dead was now 





dying as a malefactor. As the last 








breath left His body, a most unusual 
thing happened. There was a great 
earthquake, and the veil of the temple 
was rent from top to bottom, casting 
its gloomy shadow over the whole 
city. As we look on the scene (in our 
imagination) the Scripture in Isaiah 
comes to our minds, “To what pur- 
pose is the multitude of your sacri- 
fices unto me? I am full of the burnt 
offerings of rams, and the fat of fed 
beasts, and I delight not in the blood 
of bullocks, or of lambs, or of he 
goats.” 


The body of Jesus was placed in a 
new sepulchre, and sealed. Soldiers 
were placed to watch the tomb for fear 
the disciples would steal Him away. 
For two days nothing unusual happen- 
ed, but on the morning of the third 
day, when the women came to the 
tomb, they found the stone rolled 
away. An angel sat on the stone, and 
as they drew near, he spoke to them 
and told them that their Lord had 
risen, and for them to go and tell the 
disciples. As they hurried to tell the 
glad news, Jesus met them and they 
fell at His feet. Jesus said unto them, 
“Be not afraid, go and tell my breth- 
ren that they go into Galilee and 
there shall they see me.” 


The eleven disciples went away un- 
to Galilee unto a mountain where 
Jesus had appointed them. And when 
they saw Him, they worshipped Him. 
Jesus had previously made known un- 
to His followers that His kingdom 
was not of this world. He told them 
that the world would hate them, and 
they should suffer death, but He left 
the assuring promise that if they suf- 
fered with Him, they should also 
reign with Him. 

Jesus did not stay with the dis- 
ciples long after He arose, but made 
known’ unto them His Father's 
plans. He told them that He would go 
away but the Holy Ghost would 
come and guide them into all truth. 
Then He led them out as far as Beth- 
any and blessed them, and as He 
spoke, the glory of the Lord shone 
in His countenance, He raised His 
hand and as He spoke, He became so 
dazzling that they could scarcely be- 
hold Him. Every one stood awed, and 
motionless. As He stood, a great cloud 
of glory was seen descending. As it 
drew nearer, the scene grew clearer, 
and a heavenly host was distinguish- 
able. These heavenly beings filled the 
air. Jesus now superior in glory to 
any of these, started rising to meer 
them. Higher and higher He ascended 
until they met, and He was carried 
away on the wings of glory. 

Those near stood waiting, as if ex- 
pecting something more to happen. 
Then an angel appeared and said un- 
to them, “Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing upward? This same 
Jesus shall so come again in like 
manner as ye have seen him g0 
away.” 

What a glorious promise to those 
who believe on Him! The Jews re- 
jected their King, but we have ac- 
cepted Him, and are looking forward 
to His glorious appearing, when He 
shall descend on the clouds of glory 
and we will be caught up to meet 
Him in the air. Then shall we realize 
the majesty of His kingdom.

blood of Christ is no more than the 
blood of any other man, and that it 
did just as much good in his veins 
as out, but God, at 1 Jno. 1:9 says, 
“The blood of Jesus Christ His son 
cleanseth from all unrighteousness” 
and we are told at 1 Jno. 5:17 that 
all unrighteousness is sin, so we prove 
by the Bible that man fell thru dis- 
obedience and that Christ’s blood 
cleanseth from sin. The Seventh Day 
Adventists claim that there is no eter- 
nal burning but that the wicked will 
be burned up instantly, like a bundle 
of fodder, but the Bible teus us at 
Rev. 20:15 that they shall be cast in- 
to the lake of fire. Rev. 14:10, 11 tells 
us they shall be tormented with fire 
and brimstone, and the smoke of their 
torment ascendeth up forever and 
ever. So we prove by the Bible that 
this teaching is false and therefore a 
doctrine of devils. This is just one, 
but space will not allow to prove 
others that are false. Russel says that 
one will have another chance during 
the millennium. The Bible teaches 
that repentance is in this life and that 
the blood of Jesus cleanses in this 
life, and there is not a word in the 
Scripture that teaches that we will 
have a chance after death, but this 
poison is covered up by fair speeches 
which deceive many. The soul sleep- 
ers say that the soul sleeps with the 
body, but the Bible says at Ps. 119:- 
175, “Thou hast delivered my soul 
from death.” Matt. 10:28 shows that 
God has power to cast both soul and 
body into hell. The soul of man is that 
part of man that sees, smells, tastes, 
hears, chooses, etc. At Gen. 2:7 we 
learn that God formed man or the 
dust of the ground, and breathed into 
his nostrils the breath of life; and 
man became a living soul, so it is 
just as impossible for the soul to die 
as God, but if it sins God will cast 
it and the body inte hell, unless it 
repents. At Eccl. 12:7 Then shall the 
dust return to the earth as it was; 
and the spirit shall return unto God 
who gave it. Some teach there is no 
resurrection, but the Bible says at 
Acts 24:15 that there shall be a resur- 
rection, both of the just and the un- 
just, and Rev. 20:14,25 shows that 








there will be a theusand years be- 





tween the resurrection of the just 
and unjust. Some deny the 


virgin 


birth of Jesus and say He was the 
Son of Joseph, but the Bible, at Isa. 
7:14 says, A virgin shall conceive and 
bear a son and thou shalt call his 
name Immanuel, which is “God with 
us.” Also Matt. 1:23. So we prove by 
the Bible that that is false and is the 
doctrine of the devil. Some say that 
we cannot live above sin, but the 
Bible says that Jesus came to save 
His people from their sins. Matt. 1:21. 
“Whosoever committeth sin is of the 
devil.” Jno. 3:8 “Whosoever is born 
of God doth not commit sin.” Jno. 
3:9. Some teach that we cannot be 
sanctified in this life, but the Bible 
says, This is the will of God even 
your sanctification.” 1 Thess. 4:3. 
Some say we cannot be holy, but God 
says at 1 Pet. 1:15 “Be ye holy, for 
I am holy.” Some say the baptism 
with the evidence of speaking in other 
tongues is not for us now, but was 
only for the apostles, but the apostle 
Peter said on the day of Pentecost 
“The promise is to you and your chil- 
dren and to all that are afar off.” Acts 
2:39. 


Some say there is no godhead, but 
the Bible teaches that there is. Acts 
17:29; Rom. 1:20; Col. 2:9; and at 
1 Jno. 5 we learn that there are three 
persons in the godhead—the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost, and these three 
are one. Some teach that healing for 
our bodies is not in the atonement, 
but at Isa. 53:45 we find that “by His 
stripes we are healed,” and at Jas. 
5:14,15 we are told what to do when 
we get sick. Higher criticism teaches 
that we descend from the monkey, 
but the Bible says God made man of 
the dust of the ground. These higher 
criticis have gotten away from the 
Bible and that is why they do not 
know where man came from; they 
cannot tell, except by the Bible, that 
they are not a cow, horse or dog, or 
a monkey. At 1 Cor. we hear the 
Bible say, “The wisdom of this world 
is foolishness with God, for it is writ- 
ten, He taketh the wise in their own 
craftiness. Again, the Lord knoweth 
the thoughts of the wise, that they 
are vain, therefore, let no man glory 
in men. But O the depth of both the 
wisdom and knowledge of God! They 
are past finding out. Some deny the 
divinity of Christ, but the Bible is so 
full of proof that He is divine tlrat I 
cannot begin to cite you to them all, 
as space would not permit, but will 
refer you to St. Jno. 1st chapter, which 
teaches of the divinity, humanity and 
office of Christ. Col. 1:16 shows that 
He is creator of all things, and verse 
17 says He is before all things, and 
by Him all things consist. Luke 1:26- 
35 tells us how His birth was brought 
about, and Luke 3:23 tells us that He 
was not the Son of Joseph, but was 
supposed to be, but at Matt. 3:17 and 
at seven other places in the Bible He 
is called the Son of God, and in four 
places God calls Him His beloved Son. 
Matt. 3:17; Matt. 12:18; Mark 1:11; 
Luke 9:35; 2 Pet. 1:17. 

So that proves the divinity of 
Christ, but there is plenty more in the 
Bible to prove it, and all the other 
points mentioned, but these are suffi- 
cient for all who believe the Bible, 
and if people wont believe the Bible 
there is no redemption for them, and 
when they get to hell they will then 
know that all these are true. Some 
say they don’t know why God made 
the devil. God made the devil, but He 
did not make him the devil; He made 
him one of the most beautiful angels 
but he got proud and tried to lift 
himself up equal with God. But we 
find that he was cast down and will 
finally be cast into the lake of fire 
and brimstone. Read Isa. 14:12, 15, 
and Luke 10:18 where Jesus says, I 
beheld Satan as lightning fall from 
heaven. Rev. 20:10 tells us that Satan 
(or the devil) was cast in the lake 
of fire and brimstone and shall be 
tormented day and night forever and 
ever, sO we prove that God created 
him a beautiful angel, but through 
pride, he got lifted up and caused 
himself to be cast into the lake of 
fire. “Pride goeth before destruction,” 
proved true in Satan’s case, and will 
with mankind, if he does not get rid 
of it, and to get sanctified is the only 
remedy. Some teach that we should 
baptize in the name of Jesus only, but 
Jesus, at Matt. 28:19 told His dis- 
ciples to baptize in the name of the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost. Some 
teach that one may have the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost without talking 
in tongues, but the Bible teaches us 
at Acts 2:4; 10:44-47; 19:1-6; Jno. 
15:26 that all who receive the Pente- 
costal baptism with the Holy Ghost 
talk in tongues. Some teach that we 
are “baptized” or “born” into the 
Church, but the Bible teaches that 
God adds us to the Church. Acts 2:47. 
Some teach that it doesn’t make any 
difference about the name, but God 
calls her name “Church of God,” and 
she goes by that name in the Bible, 
and the Bible does not only give her 
the name, but her belief, and govern- 
ment etc. There are other things that 
must be proven by the Bible, for we 
must prove all things and hold to 


that which is good.
